FREEDOM:  A  massive  expansion  of  freedom  and 
democracy  to  roll  back  the  erosion  of  our  tradi¬ 
tional  freedoms  and  truly  reflect  the  wishes  of  the 
people.  The  adoption  of  popular  referenda  and 
high  technology  direct  democracy. 

DEFENCE:  An  alternative  defence  strategy  based 
on  the  principle  of  armed  neutrality.  No  British 
blood  should  be  shed  in  conflicts  which  do  not 
involve  British  interests.  The  restoration  of  the 
County  Regiment  system  and  the  reversal  of 
defence  cuts  which  have  weakened  our  Armed 
Forces  and  cost  thousands  of  jobs. 

It  doesn't  matter  if  you  don't  agree  with 
us  on  every  last  thing.  Like  all  other  democratic  political 
parties,  the  BNP  includes  some  members  who  disagree 
with  one  or  two  policies.
